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FRANCO GOVERNMENT IN TIGHT SPOT 
Dewitt MacKenzie, Associated Foreign Affairs Analyst 
One of the critical and delicate cases likely to be 
considered at the coming clinic of Doctors I ruman, 
Stalin and Churchill—physicians extraordinary to the 
world—is that of Spain, the problem being what 
measures are necessary to purge this proud and im­ 
portant country of the Axis plague. 
The way things stand now, it looks very much as 
though the cure of Spain's ills lies in a change of gov­ 
ernment. 
Support for that idea is seen in the action 
of a commission at the San Francisco security confer­ 
ence—the commission having voted that the Franco 
regime, because it had Axis support in coming to power, 
should never be admitted to membership. 
That's a 
broad hint, to say the least. 
Now, of course it would be easy for the Big Three 
to treat Spain’s malady roughly. A lot of folk are ask­ 
ing why the United Nations should be considerate in 
the case of Spain when we have just fought the bloodiest 
war of history to exterminate Nazism and Fascism. 
Why not use the big stick? 
I’m afraid the answer isn t quite so easy as that. 
After all, sovereignty is the mightiest item among the 
many nations, great and small, which mime so close to 
slavery at the hands of the Axis. The Big Three un­ 
doubtedly would prefer that Spain cure herself. That 
attitude has been pursued even iii the ease of I tab. 
Here it should be emphasized that theres a differ­ 
ence between * Spain” and the Franco Falange party 
which is in power. 
The generalissimo consorted with 
Hitler and Mussolini throughout the war—something 
which none of the United Nations can forgive. Apart 
from that, Moscow won’t soon forget that the Franco 
regime has been violently anti-Communistic from the 
start and was pitted against the Communists in the civil 
war that brought him to power. 
Britain, while roundly condemning Madrid's dealings 
with Hitler and Mussolini, has more than once shown a 
desire to give Spain a chance to rehabilitate herself. 
Prime Minister Churchill gave an indication of that last 
year when he told commons that he looked forward to 
increasingly good relations with Spain and to “an ex­ 
tremely fertile trade between Spain and this country 
(Britain)'’ during the war and afb r the peace. 


ANOTHER YEAR TO VICTORY? 
It may take another year to beat Japan to its knees, 
says Business Week. It advises “responsible executives” 
to evaluate a few basic facts about the Far East so 
they may more readily draw their own cunduusions. At 
the same time the business observer admits Japan has 
been gravely weakened during the past 14 months. 
And then it points out that “Borneo is slipping from 
Japanese control with so* little re sistance the whole 
island is likely to be in Allied hands within a month.” 
“Though Japanese cities are being battered iii a 
crescendo of Allied bombing, Army experts—fresh from 
target studies in Germany—estimate that Japan is still 
producing planes at the rate of 1,200 to 1,500 a month, 
ships at the rate of 1,000,000 tons a year, and steel at 
nearly 1,000,000 tons a month,” says the publication. 
“While the Nippohese Navy undoubtedly is too badly 
smashed to attempt any comeback on the long lifeline to 
southeast Asia, enough units probably are left to protect, 
fpr many more months, the short inside supply route 
from Korea to Manchuria. 
“With big-scale fighting confined, so far, to single 
campaigns—in the Philippines, on Ivvo Jima, and on Oki­ 
nawa— tile drain on either manpower or supplies has not 
been serious for a nation reputed to have between 7,000,- 
040 and 10,000,000 men under arms and vast stocks of 
raw materials stored for just such an emergency. 
“An Allied effort to stage an invasion of the main 
Japanese islands before the blockade has been tightened 
and prolonged, and until bombing has cut more danger­ 
ously into home production and morals is not to be ex­ 
pected.”

W A SH IN G T O N — The end of 
this w ar is going to see a 
spread of Yankee enterprise—in 
person—and a spread of personal­ 
ly 'supervised Ya:i4ee capital to 
all four corners of the globe.

In a way, 
for Hawaii and the South 
Seas. Tropical fevers w eren’t the

tripping jurgies. 
South America and North*Africa 
are other horizons that have been 


opened to the Yanks. Many o! 
them see opportunities there more 
attractive 
than 
going 
back 
to 
clerking in the corner grocery or 
bucking the brutal competition of 
New York or Chicago. 
The American .Trucking Asso­ 
ciation here has two rather re­ 
markable requests on file — one 
from a soldier in our occupation 
zone in Germany, the other from

American 
in 
China. 
Bota 
asked the same thing: Would the 
association explore for them the 
possibilities of financing equip­ 
ment and getting LI. S. govern­ 
ment hauling contracts to get 
their own trucking lines started 
in

respective 
countries? 
ATS is exploring. In China, at 
least, the opportunities are gloat 
—if the Chinese like the idea.

O N THE more nebulous side is 
the fact that thousands upon 
thousands of Yanks have married 
girls in Australia, England. Scot­ 
land, north Ireland and France. 
Before ifs ovc., there will be 
marriages in Germany too. 
From these countries there has 
been only a trickle of war brides 
so far and discharged husbands 
already are clamoring to go back 
as civilians to join spouses strand­ 
ed by the Jack of space on pas­ 
senger ships. 
Although the number is com­ 
paratively small, there al.-.o are to 
be considered the WAV Es and 
WACs and other gals of our own 
who have married up with the 
boys in uniforms of other lands. 
They’ll have a hand too in spread­ 
ing Yankee customs and culture 
through half a dozen countries. 
The United States, in postwar 
years, will still be worrying about 
immigrants, but ifs a safe state­ 
ment tiiat probably never before 
in history vv.ll it have had so 
many emigrants.
